SENIOR councillors and 
police have pledged to deal 
with the ‘growing problem’ 
of recent acid attacks in 
East London. 

Barking and Dagenham 
Council has vowed it will 
make a case to the Govern¬ 
ment and Deputy Mayor for 
a stronger police presence, 
tougher sentencing and 
changes to the law. 

They also want greater 
controls on the purchase of 
acid. 

Leader of the Council 
Cllr Darren Rodwell said: 
“Acid attacks ruin lives and 
are sadly becoming all too 
common. We are doing 
everything we can to work 
with our colleagues in the 
police to prevent them from 
happening and to ensure 
the perpetrators are caught 



SHOCK Cllr Rodwell has 
called for tighter 
regulation on the sale of 
corrosive liquids 

and brought to justice. 

“The council cannot do it 
alone, but rest assured I am 
exploring with officers 
everything within our pow¬ 
ers we can do as a council - 


including evicting perpetra¬ 
tors who are council ten¬ 
ants. 

“We have thousands of 
honest, responsible people 
crying out for a council 
home so I want to make 
sure that anyone found to 
be [carrying out this type of 
attack] has that privilege 
taken away and given to 
someone who deserves it.” 

The latest attack in 
Dagenham involved a resi¬ 
dent who had advertised a 
mobile phone for sale 
online. 

Councillor Laila Butt, 
cabinet member for 
enforcement and communi¬ 
ty safety, is appealing for 
businesses and the commu¬ 
nity at large to help the 
authorities tackle the issue. 

“I appeal to parents,

neighbours and shopkeep¬ 
ers to be vigilant and play 
their part in helping us stop 
these attacks happening,” 
said Cllr Butt. 

“I would also ask people 
to be careful about who 
they let into their homes. 

“Our CCTV operatives 
and trading standards offi¬ 
cers will double their 


efforts to help the police 
with their investigations.” 

Cllr Rodwell added: 
“With acid products cur¬ 
rently so readily available, 
we will be making a case to 
the Government and the 
Deputy Mayor for Policing 
calling for tougher sentenc¬ 
ing and changes to the law 
on the sale and purchase of 
corrosive substances.” 

Police chiefs have admit¬ 
ted to their growing fears 
about the rise of acid 
attacks across East London. 

DI Michelle Peters of 
Waltham Forest CID said: 
“The impact of acidic sub¬ 
stances on victims is terri¬ 
ble. Let me be clear, those 
found carrying corrosive 
substances will be arrested 
and they will be made to 
face the consequences.”

Council swoops 
on illegal renting 


A DAGENHAM man 
who illegally rented 
out a ‘granny annex’ 
was fined and ordered 
to pay over £4,500 by 
Barkingside Magis¬ 
trates last week (14 
July). 

Raymond Hunt of 
Rothwell Road, Dag¬ 
enham, was in court 
following an investiga¬ 
tion by Barking and 
Dagenham Council. 

Hunt was given plan¬ 
ning permission to 
relocate a garage at the 
side of Rothwell Road 
and replace it with a 
two-storey extension 
to provide the annex. 

Planning permission 
was granted on condi¬ 


tion that it would be 
occupied only by a 
person dependant on 
Hunt for reasons of 
physical or mental dis¬ 
ability - or frailty 
caused by age. 

But investigators 
found Hunt was rent¬ 
ing out the self-con¬ 
tained flat for around 
£500 a month to a 
non-family member. 

Barking and Dagen¬ 
ham Council has an 
ongoing struggle to 
house its homeless due 
to its acute shortage of 
homes. 

But councillors said 
they were justified in 
their crackdown on 
annex rentals. 


Councillor Laila 
Butt, cabinet member 
for enforcement and 
community safety, 
said: “Thanks to our 
diligent investigators 
we were able track 
down Hunt’s misuse of 
his flat. 

“It was there to help 
house a vulnerable 
person - not to make 
money.” 

Hunt pleaded guilty 
to both the Housing 
Act Offence and the 
TCPA 1990 offence. 

The bench ordered 
that he pay a £3,000 
fine (£1,500 per 
offence), £1,200 costs, 
and a vctim surcharge 
of £300.

Woman’s fury 
wrecks home 

• A WOMAN has been 
sentenced after causing 
approximately £4,000 
worth of criminal 
damage to an ex¬ 
boyfriend’s property in 
Woodford Green. 

Peta Taylor, 25, of 
Forest Road, N9, 
received an indefinite 
restraining order, fined 
£185, given 120 hours of 
unpaid work, 20 days 
rehabilitation and a 12 
month community order 
at Barkingside 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday, July 25. 

She was also found 
guilty of assaulting 
Edwin Willis and assault 
by beating of James 
Kettleton, his neighbour. 

The court heard how 
Taylor also destroyed 
various items in Mr 
Willis’s home in Liston 
Way on January 23, 
2017. 

The court saw photos 
of the damage done to 
Mr Willis’s sofa and 
TV - sent to his phone 
by the defendant. 

The defence claimed 
that Mr Willis had 
caused the damage to 
the sofa himself because 
he wanted to reduce 
shipping costs to 
Jamaica, 

The defendant, who 


pleaded not guilty to the 
charge, maintained her 
innocence. 

Mr Willis, who is 20 
years older than the 
defendant, was in an 
eight-year relationship 
with Ms Tarylor. She 
claimed Mr Willis 
wanted to jeopardise her 
immigration status and 
alleged the victim’s 
controlling behaviour 
damaged the 
relationship. 

Taylor’s restraining 
order bans her from 
Liston Way and 
contacting the victim or 
Mr Kettleton. 

Wife assault 

• A MAN from Ilford 
has been sentenced for 
assaulting his wife in a 
Dagenham address. 

Pawan Bhatia, 36, of 
Vaughan Gardens, 
received a £585 fine, an 
unpaid work order and 
a 12 month community 
order at Barkingside 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday, July 25. 

Bhatia pleaded not 
guilty, but the court 
heard how officers on 
Holmstead Road 
witnessed the assault. 

The police also 
reported that Bhatias’s 
problems with alcohol 
meant they were 
regularly called to his 
address.
